plan was not one of extermination. 
The Boers, he said, had already been 
offered terms the liberality of which 
surprised even England's most severe 
critics. Since they had been rejected, 
the government did not propose to 
embarrass itself with a further spe- 
cific offer, and certainly would not 
withdraw the proclamation of Aug. 7, 
1901. It would not propose any gen- 
eral confiscation of property. 


Mr. Chamberlain said that the mag- 


nanimous treatment of the soldiers of 
the Confederacy had been upheld as 
an example, and it had been suggested 
that the course of the United States 
in that matter should be followed in 
South Africa. "I am willing to accept 
the parallel." said the colonial secre- 
tary. "While the lives of the soldiers 
were spared, no political conditions 
were given the Confederates, uJiiie !
